In the case of Jim 
Ellis and Jim Pomeroy, they were 
injured prior to Anaheim and were still 
possibles to start as late as the Friday, 
one week prior. Mr. Tripes had signed to 
appear months prior and then at the last 
moment wanted a better deal for 
himself which we felt was unfair to the 
other riders. Mr. Tripes was welcome to 
compete under the terms of our original 
contract. 

Reviewing our ad of December 6th, 
page 16 and 17 of Cycle News, we name 
17 riders plus 20 others. The fact is that 
we understated our contingency of 
riders by 13. Reviewing our event 
program scorecard, I find a list of 40 
riders plus space to write in 10 local 
riders who qualified at Escape Country, 
December 6th. How Mr. Theobald only 
counted 23 is a mystery to me. 

MediaMax always makes it a policy to 
offer a new starting positions to 
talented riders, not only from California 
but riders from other states. Those 
riders from out of state qualified in a 
series of races in their area. Many 
excellent riders cannot afford to follow 
the entire AMA Pro Series where they 
receive National recognition. We feel by 
broadening the scope of competition we 
are helping the sport. 

Our program was a 48-page book plus 
a 12-page pull-out section with only 20 
full pages of advertising. I would also be 
interested to know where he purchased 
a ticket for $8 when our tickets sold for 
$7, $10 and $15. 

MediaMax is a promotion company 
which operates twelve months a year 
promoting motocross events. 

In closing, I would like to assure Mr.

ABC/Bell Leathers announces 
contingencies 


Getting a bit of support into most 
major national racing programs is 
the major thrust of ABC Leathers' 
1976 contingency program. In 
addition to the traditional broad- 
based. support of the AMA Grand 
National riders, ABC is also 
getting into CMC motocross in 11 
states providing rider discounts and 
support for three big pro races, dates 
and venues to be announced. They've 
also instituted a $10,000 season-long 
contingency program for SRA 
speedway, plus discounts to 
license-holders. For road racing, the 
company is still talking with AFM and 
W/ERA. 

The major portion, pushing $11,000, 
is budgetted for the AMA Grand 
National series — $7200 for dirt track 
and $3300 for road racing. In the 
AMA:'s four pavement Nationals, ABC's 
program will pay the top ten Experts, 
plus the top five in Lightweight Expert, 
Superbike Production and Novice 
classes. 


AMA National Amateur 
motocross program for '76 

Initial eliminations leading to an 
October National Championship race 
will begin at the district level. 
Officially-recognized district 
organizations will qualify riders by 
points system, district championships or 
special qualifier races, at their option. 
Riders in districts without "recognized" 
organizations qualify through regular 
AMA points events through June 5. 

Survivors go into a regional program, 
first a two-race "area" series and then a 
sudden-death ^ regional. event. For 
purposes of qualifying, the three AMA 
Regions (Atlantic, Midwest, Pacific) 
have been subdivided into a total of 11 
areas. Midwest has four areas: Lower 
Great Lakes (Dist. 14, 15, 17); Plains 
(Dist. 18, 21); Upper Great Lakes (Dist. 
16, 22, 23); Gulf Coast (Dist. 19, 20). 
In the Pacific Region it's Pacific 
Northwest (Dist. 24, 27, 28); Northern 
Rocky Mtn. (Dist. 25, 30); Grand 
Canyon (Dist. 26, 31); “СаШогпіа” 
(Dist. 35, 36, 37, 38). 

Supplemental regs are available from 
the AMA Amateur Department. The full 
schedule of tracks and dates will be 
released in February.

Privateer by choice in what may be the year of the privateer, Gary Scott is still 
hustling to line up motorcycles with which to defend his Grand National title. So far, 
he's got a Shell Yamaha for short track, a Harley XR dirt tracker of his own, and a 
Boston Cycles Yamaha TZ750 which he'll have in time for Daytona. In addition, Shell 
Thuett has built a 750 Yamaha TT bike for Gary and the two have been wringing it 
out at Elsinore during the past week. It's virtually certain that Gary will start with this 
bike at Houston January 23. 

On the road the defending champion will be teamed with tuner Carl Patrick of 
Enon, Ohio. Carl's known back East as an Expert dirt tracker, retired from active racing. 

There's rumors of major accessory backing as Scott continues to talk to everybody, 
but nothing's expected to gel until Daytona. He'll be going in to the Astrodome with 
whatever he's got so far. Following a period when riders pursued the fabled factory 
ride like the Holy Grail, it’s hard to believe Gary would voluntarily cut the ground 
from under himself just to make things difficult. He must know something that may 
just dawn on the rest of us — that in 1976 it may be more important to have the right 
machine for each type of race on the tour'than to have unlimited factory bucks and a 
dominant machine in only one of many environments. 


Factory teams 


Harley-Davidson 


Harley-Davidson, chasing the elusive Number One with 
their celebrated Wrecking Crew of standout dirt-trackers, 
is in a position to smother the opposition under Rex 
Beauchamp, Corky Keener, Mert Lawwill,Greg Sassaman 
and Jay Springsteen — National winners all — an 
unprecedented lineup of heavy-duty talent, racing under ' 


the stern chaperonage of Godfather Dick O’Brien. 


Though the streakers in orange and black can rest 
somewhat on the dominance of the X R750 in dirt track, 
it’s going to be an interesting year watching them 
develop competitive short track and road race machinery 
for their riders. Circuit-watchers are expecting them to 
show up at Houston with as many as four different 
short-trackers: the venerable Sprint for a backup, one or 
more watercooled RR250 twins, an SX 250-based single, 
and possibly a 350 single if they can gain approval for 
the engine in time. Factory involvement in road racing 
will be confined mostly to providing an RR250 for 
Springsteen, who’ will be a 250 Expert; although 
Sassaman is expected to continue development-testing 
the four-carb 500 that Scott rode briefly at Laguna Seca 


last year. 
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Kenny Roberts 
National Number Two 
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Roberts, on the rebound from a season of equipment experimentation that went sour, 
is "Mr. Factory" for 1976. In direct contrast to Scott, Roberts is the only rider on the 
National circuit who can be said to have a true factory ride in all aspects: short track, 
750 dirt track and road race. Roberts the man has proven beyond doubt that he is 
master of all forms, grand-slamming the circuit even as he was to lose the title itself. 
Roberts the full-time Yamaha employee can look forward to an intensive year of work 
dedicated to regaining that title. 

Although Ken's expected to once again captain the defending Champion American 
team in the Anglo-American match races this spring, that may have to be the sum total 
of his European campaigning in '76. Europe is on a slow simmer in spite of Roberts' 
oft-declared desire to campaign for one.or more of the FIM world road racing 
championships. 

Knowing Kenny's brilliance on pavement, this is a bit of a disappointment, but it 
will have to wait until Ken can reassert his dominance of the American Grand National 
circuit. That in itself is a challenge unique in all the world of motorcycle racing, 
enough to give the Europeans something to think about as they await his coming 


another year.

Kawasaki 


Kawasaki has officially withdrawn from the circuit. Mike 
Kidd (who lists his sponsor as KMC) will race a Kaw 350 
at the Astro short track and has a KX450 
ex-motocrosser for the TT. Kawasakis will be 
campaigned on pavement by Kidd, Ron Pierce (out of 
Boston Cycles), and Nixon/Kanemoto. 


NVT — no official involvement. 
Suzuki — no official involvement. 


Yamaha 


Yamaha will be backing one rider on the circuit, Kenny 
Roberts, with undivided support from Kel Carruthers 
and Tim Witham on the mechanical end. Kel, who has 
been gradually branching out from his road racing 
specialty, will have responsibility for the whole program 
this year. They’ll have an impressive array of machines 
to work with, in spite of the multi ban in dirt track. For 
short track, the 360 reed-valve with a claimed wet 
weight of 234 pounds; for road race Nationals the 
monoshock TZ750; and for dirt track the GXS750 twin. 
They’re expected to concentrate on unlocking the 750’s 
latent horsepower with a new cylinder head (they just 
got the first batch of castings from Japan for AMA 
approval). In addition, Roberts will race a monoshock 
version of the TZ250 in Lightweight road races. 


Non-Factory teams 


Look for Team Vista Sheen to concentrate on Ted 
Boody on a Bul short tracker and a Harley as their only 
Expert rider on the circuit. Dan Gurney Racing will 
continue to back Chuck Palmgren on a Yamaha short 
tracker and possibly a Harley. Shell Racing will have 
Hank Scott full time on Yamahas, Gary Scott at least 
part of the time, plus rookie Expert Rich Kraft of 
Phoenix. In the newest deal of all, Evel Knievel has 
officially entered Gene Romero at Houston with a 
"Mystery Special" Bultaco for the short track and a 
Harley for the TT. 


Privateers 


Dave Aldana will be self-sponsored at Houston on a 
Yamaha short tracker and a Harley TT bike. John 
Gennai is set up to ride-a Bultaco short tracker for 
Bultaco International and will enter Marty Tripes’ 
ex-motocrosser in the Houston TT. John’s still working 
on getting a Triumph together for other events. Previous 
Astro winner Dave Hansen will ride a Honda short 
tracker and a Triumph for Champion Frames and Cycle 
Imports. Randy Cleek is expected to continue 
campaigning on Yamahas for Bel-Ray. Rick Hocking has 


a Champion-framed Yamaha for short track, has sold his 
other Yamahas to Ted Davidson (who will be a dirt track 
Junior and a 250 Expert road racer in '76) and has 
bought Dave Hansen's Harley. Skip Aksland, once 
singled out as a Ken Roberts protege, will be 
self-sponsored on Yamahas, carrying National Number 
27. Al Jorgensen, riding out of Jorgy's Motorcycles in 
Stockton, has a new National number, 44, and will field 
a Bul Astro and a BSA at Houston. John Hateley is 
entered on Triumphs in both short track and TT at the

on Yamahas. Northern California rookies Gary Tonda, 
Nick Nazzisi and Steve Foster, will go to the Houston 
TT with self-sponsored Triumphs. From Central 
California comes Bakersfield’ Frank Adamo, 
self-sponsored on a Yamaha. Sal Peluso of San Diego will 
ride a Don Vesco Husky at the Astro short track and a 
Vesco Yamaha in the TT. Texan Terry Poovey will be

What those two lacked in ‘precise 
handling, they made up in sheer 
spectacle. 


Mike Baeder and his family, perennial 
supporters of the Phoenix races, trucked 
out once again, this time to do a bit of 
experimentation and testing on Mike’s 
brace of Yamahas. Of particular note 
was the effective muffling tried out on 
both the 750 and the 250, which scored 
well on the W/ERA sound meter used 
during tech inspection, not to disqualify 
anybody but to show people where they 
stood in sound levels and to serve notice 
that everybody’s under a grace period to 
get down to 110 dbA at 20 inches per 
AMA standards. Mike's 750 also 
featured moved-up shocks and better 
rear brake master cylinder location. 
Promised for next month, a possible 
first look at a new C & J-framed 210 
(maybe 205) pound TZ 250. 


Mike won 250 GP after a good 


swappy duel with Dave Emde dissolved 
when Dave's rear brake anchor fractured 
entering Turn nine. The brake wrapped 
itself around the axle, naturally; and 
Dave went screaming straight off into 
the infield dirt all locked up, still 
managing to keep it upright and save it. 
Emde came back on his air-cooled 350 
to win 500 GP after the Baeder 750 
fractured a clutch throwout cup as Mike 
was going out to warm his tires. Open 
GP was won by Phoenix racer Brian 
O’Neill on his backyard pipe dream 
Honda as he managed to stay close to 
Emde on sheer bravado. 


Ken Crist showed up with a brace of 
Hondas — an XL250 to run 250 Cafe 
and a super sano 125 Elsinore for 200 
GP. He needed, but couldn’t find a 
bigger than 370 Mikuni jet; was running 
a strong second: behind Chuck 
Strohmenger’s TA-125 when the Elsi 
seized, dropping him in turn ten.

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van lurched to a halt with the crackle of 
a loose sway bar. 

"Get out and fix it Jody." said a 
voice from my enthusiastic and seldom 
used conscience. To cleanse the thought 
of crawling on wet pavement from my 
perfectly dry mind 1 daydreamed back 
to the day that sent me on this fool's 
chase. 

It had been another one of those hot 
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smoggy California days about three 
weeks earlier that this hair brained idea 
got planted. Saddleback was at its 
absolute worst. Down on my hands and 
plastic knee caps I was staring intently 
at my tire that had been shredded on 
the concrete like surface. Wiping the 
blue grooved rubber with my hand, 
shaking my head and swearing all at the 
same time about the hard-packed, 
ill-prepared, dusty, over-used Southern 
California motocross tracks I failed to 
notice an interested bystander who was 
leaning against my van watching me, 1 
don't think I gave him апу 
encouragement, what with the foul 
mood permeating my life space, but he 
started right in. 

"In Texas we have tracks with dirt so 
moist and loose that Chinamen feel the 
trembles when the Open Experts hit 
the first turn." He said it with such an 
earnest-look that I couldn't tell whether 
he was crazy or sadistic. As he spoke he 
rolled a smoke in one hand and struck a 
match on his zipper with the other. 
*Why I can tell you about tracks," he 
drawled, “where riders carry small 
shovels with them in case they crash. So 
they can dig themselves outa that 
furrow.” Perhaps I was ripe for picking, 
or signalled my weakness by letting my 
jaw drop cause he swaggered right on 
over, kicked my milkcrate upside down 
and squatted next to me. Leaning in 
close as though he was going to sell me a 
hot. watch the words poured off his 
tongue like syrup. He spoke so softly 
and slowly the secret was barely 
audible. He said, “In Texas we have real 
motocross tracks.” His pronunciation of 
‘real’ took eight seconds. “The tracks 
are long, rough, and satisfying. Texas 
motocrossers are mobile, agile and 
hostile.” 

Biting my tongue to avoid striking 
out with some foolish statement like, 
“What do you mean real motocross? 
What do you think this is?” Instead І 


looked around the track. Up over the! 


starting hill I could see where three 
beserko 125s had just left the gate. The 
black rubber marks were still on the 
track. My ears drew me down to the 
sweeping lefthander as the screeching 
tires of two guys half-miling it through 
sounded like Wednesday night on the 
boulevard. 

“Tell me more.” I ask quickly hoping 
to drown out the sights and sounds of 
California motocross. 

“Well Podnuh, where I come from we 
only race our tracks once or twice a 
month at the most. The promoters, turn 
them over before each race, water them 
all night and stay in business by meeting 
high standards,” he said, “and not 
merely supplying the demand.” 

Later that night at home I saw some 
old motocross mags that told about the 
1973 Tex-AMA series. The magazine 
re-capped a race in a different town 
every week. The tracks didn’t ring any 
bells with me (Lockhart, Killeen, Rio 
Bravo, and Lake Whitney), but if I 
remember correctly none of the riders 
names meant anything to me then 
either. It was a snore article when it first 
came out. So whatif some dumb Texas 
hicks named Steve Wise, Steve 
Stackable, Kent Howerton, Wyman 
Priddy and Danny Doss had given Gary 
Jones, Jimmy Weinert and some 
Californians a thrashing. It would be a 
different story in California. Yeh, now 
those names I hadn't heard of in '73 are 
famous and my saying it would be a 
different story in California sounds an 
awful lot like what some Europeans arc 
saying lately (with a change in location). 

I crawled down under the van and 
tightened the loose little culprits. The 
Texan at Saddleback told me it was 
only 24 hours to Texas, but no one told 
me that it was 24 hours of nothing but 
desert, prairie, desert and more prairie. 
It was 85 degrees outside when I got 
rolling again down IH 10 towards 
Austin. Here I am in Texas I mused, 
wasting my vacation because some 
crackpot catches me at a weak moment. 
l didn't have to drive 1,500 miles to 
prove to myself that California 
motocross is better than any other kind. 
It’s obvious. A list of motocross stars 
will tell you that California rules. All 
the National Champs have been from 
Southern California. Marty Smith is 
from San Diego, Tony DiStefano is 
from ....oh- yeh, he’s

California, of course he did learn to ride 
in New York. Well, forget that anyway. 
We’ll see for ourselves. As I drove on 
through the morning that cleared itself 
like an enormous throat my fertile mind 
laid motocross tracks over the terrain 
that became increasingly more rugged. 





The farther South I drove the better my 
tracks were getting. 

- lremembered a paradoxical ending to 
my Saddleback conversation just as 
Austin’s lakes and hills came into sight. 
Before I could retort the Texans 
boasting he turned and walked back to 
his bike, stopping only to say, 
“Motocross is just like driving a taxi. It 
ain’t the tracks or work you enjoy. It’s 
the people you run into.” 

Austin, Texas has a restaurant named 
the Stallion where chicken fried steak 
costs a dollar. For this one buck toll 
you get rolls, mashed potatoes, salad 
and a good size chicken fried. It is not 
necessarily good, but the juke box plays 
Willie Nelson full blast and a couple of

Star Longnecks. The capital of the State 
of Texas resides about a mile down the 
road. If you can’t recognize it in person 
then you will certainly notice it when 
one of UT’s 25,000 co-eds struts down 
Guadelupe St. with a T-shirt depicting a 
horney armadillo mounting the capital 
dome. Everything in Austin has an 
armadillo on it. For those of you in the 
blank about this armor plated marsupial 
a sign concisely explains that the 
armadillo is the Volkswagen coupe of 
the animal world. 

With $1 chicken fried, a musical 
movement all its own, one of, the 
nation's largest universities, nude 
beaches, the lowest cost of living of any 
major city, the last through-the-streets 
road race in America, and a motocross 
track less than five miles from the 
capital grounds, Austin is a veritable 
individualist’s playground. My basic 
shock over the degree of civilization was 
magnified by cowboys, hippies, 
rednecks, pick-up trucks with guns in 
the back, Italian sports cars, vans with 
cosmic paint, street singers, Texas 
Rangers and businessmen in Billy Sol 
Estes suits sharing the same space at the 
same time without spontaneous cultural 
combustion. 

‘Austin Motocross Park’ says the 
poster with the ever present armadillo 
on it that’s tacked to the wall of Mac 
McKinley’s Austin Sportcycles. 
McKinley doesn’t look the part of a 
Texan. He’s not tall and lean, but he 
acts with the warmth and friendship’ of 
the South;laughing and joking with his 
customers, who never seem to be in a 
hurry to go anywhere. For all the 
distance travelled I could be standing in 
a California motorcycle shop except for 
the customers. They are different, 
relaxed, friendly and very open. 

It turns out that Austin motocrossers 
are the least travelled of the milieu of 
Texas MXers. I had come to Texas with 
plans to see the best tracks in the state 
— Austin, Lake Whitney and Dallas’ 
Mosier Valley. Surprisingly enough most 
Austinites had never been to the other 
two. Distance in Texas is a relative 
thing. Nothing is close, so drives of 200 
miles aren't considered very long 
journeys. Almost everyone in Austin 
knew who the hot riders from North 
Texas were and had seen them ride, but 
said the local boys could beat them. 

"Yeh, they come down from 
Dallas-Ft. Worth every now and then. 
But they don't do no good here,” says a 
15 year old 125er. “Mark Wheeless, he’s 
crazy ya know, always beats them. 
Nobody can beat him if he doesn’t 
break or crash.” It turns out that Mark 
Wheeless is an immensely talented if 
undisciplined 125 Expert. Wheeless, 
Jumping Jack Hicks, and DeWitt Knox 
are among the few riders in Austin who 
are sponsored. This fact rankles many of 
the capital city crossers, for as it turns 
out almost everyone in North Texas has 
a sponsor. 

“Even Dallas Novices have better 
sponsors than our Experts,” says a 
recalcitrant Austin Novice, “You don’t 
even have to win up there. Shops 
sponsor riders to beat the guy in front 
of them, even if he's lapped." The 
Austin riders major point of pride is 
local hero Steve Stackable. Stackable 
was one of them, and everybody you 
talk to knows “old Short" personally.

stream which seems to have little 


concern for their safety or their 
rights. Imagine what such situa- 
tions do to the newly-icensed 
novice rider, who is on the street 
with less than adequate training because 
of the ineffective licensing laws of his 
state. 

The California State Highway Patrol, 
in 1968, . found that 19% of 
accident-involved motorcycle riders had 
less than six months of experience, and 
over 51% had one year of experience or 
less. A similar study by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA), for Michigan and Illinois, 
found that 2576 of the bike accidents 
involved riders with six months or less 
experience. 

There are actions underway that may 
go a long way toward changing such 
statistics by developirig a higher level of 
competence in the new motorcyclist 
who takes to the open road. Last May, 
the NHTSA, with the active support of 
the Motorcycle Safety Foundation, 
awarded two contracts: one, to develop a 
new knowledge test and a companion 
motorcycle operator manual, the other, 
to develop a new on-cycle skill test. In 
June, the NHTSA awarded a contract to 
the California Division of Motor 
Vehicles, to evaluate the tests by using 
them on an experimental basis at several 
licensing stations. 

The objective of this new program is 
to establish tests of knowledge and 
riding skill, that will turn out safer 
riders who have fewer accidents. Some 
spinoffs will be that the knowledge and 
skill tests can be used in rider education 
courses by schools, civic organizations, 
and even dealers. 

The experimental California program 
will cover 36,000 applicants for 
motorcycle drivers licenses, who will be 
drawn randomly from six counties, 
three in the Sacramento area, and three 
in the San Diego area. The Sacramento 
driving population will supply 16,000 
applicants, and San Diego, 20,000. 
These two regions of the west coast 
cover the extremes of driving conditions 
found in the state. Applicants will be 
selected over a one-year period, starting 
January 1976. 

Applicants will be randomly divided 
into one of three groups: A, B, or C. 
Those in group A will take the present 
California writt.n and driving tests; 
after passing, they are issued licenses. 
The ones in groups B and C get an 
orientation on the project, a copy of an 
improved NHTSA Motorcycle Operator 


Manual, and appointment to appear at a 
centrally located test range. 

At the range, they are given an^ 
improved knowledge test. Those who 
pass are then given a “Mini-Skill” test, 
which is conducted in a motorcycle 
simulator, (a motorcycle mounted on à 
treadmill. The simulator tests the 
applicant's ability to perform the basic 
bike operations, such as: starting, 
stopping, shifting, etc, Those who fail 
can practice, and re-take the test on the 
same day. | 

After passing, the applicant takes the 
Improved Skill Test. This is a nine-step, 
progressively more difficult, on-cycle 
test, conducted on a special range, 
before specially trained examiners. The 
nine phases are: start and accelerate on 
a hill; sharp turns; turning control to the 
right at 20 mph; turning control to the 
left at 20 mph; stopping judgement; 
turning speed judgement; quick stop on 
the straight at 18-22 mph; obstacle 
avoidance at 20 mph; quick stop on a 
curve at 20 mph. A failure on any one 
item is a failure on the test. 

An applicant who passes this test gets 
his license. If he fails, and is in group B, 
he will receive a three-hour, hands-on, 
training course right at the site, then 
re-take the test. If he fails and is in 
group C, he is told where he failed, and 
requested to return when he feels he is 
ready for a re-test. Any applicant who 
fails. on the Improved Skill Test three 
times in a row must repeat the complete 
program. 

The performance of the 36,000 riders 
will be watched over a period of about 
two years. The number and types of 
accidents, and their driving habits, as 
they are reflected in traffic violations, 
will-be noted. The collected data will 
show if the program has produced any 
improvement in driving skills and safety, 
and what the degree of improvement 
has been. The results could pave the 
way to examination procedures that will 
ensure a practical level of skill and 
safety for the rider, without harsh 
requirements that could hurt the 
industry. 

It is too early to say with assurance 
that a program of this size and 
complexity will be successful. It is, 
however, aimed at the guts of the 
problem; getting the bike rider 
competent before he gets on the road. If 
it succeeds, the sport, and the industry, 
will have reaped some major, 
far-reaching benefits.

Political 
lifeline 


where does 
it go? 


Initially, it flies to Washington, 
along with everybody else’s BLM 
dollar each weekend. There the 
money is retained in a special 
account, termed “the 9200 ac- 
count” or “9200 money” in local 
bureaucratese. It is reapportioned 
back to the various BLM districts 


which collected it on a fiscal-yearly 
basis. In other words, the money they're 
spending in the California desert now 
was collected in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1975; and the money they're 
collecting now will come back to us 
after July 1, 1976. The time lag is a 
built-in fact of the Federal 
cash-handling process. . 

How is the '9200 money" being 
spent once it comes back? At present, 
the greater part of it is programmed to 
pay newly hired ranger Mike McCall’s 
salary. McCall is detailed primarily to 
process SLUP applications. Having the 
money go mostly to process Federal 
paperwork instead of into direct 
benefits to desert users is not the hot 
set-up, as BLM's Dick Harlow freely 
admitted in a telephone interview. 

The only other major “9200 money” 
purchase is a set of portable cans — nice 
ones with outdoor  washbasins — 
mounted on trailers. Unfortunately, due 
to “Catch-22” type legal hassles, the 
trailer-mounted cans, which were 
supposed to be available to support 
desert events, have not moved out of 
the BLM parking lot. And they won't 
until the Bureau can sign a private 
contractor to maintain the heads and 
tow them to desert event sites. 

Looking to the future, Harlow was a 
bit more bullish on direct 9200-money 
benefits. The user fees are paying for a 
new desert map series which is currently 
being printed and hopefully will be 
circulated for public review and 
comment sometime during 1976. 
Harlow was also hopeful that 
concurrent with the planned 1977 Rand 
Area clean-up, pipe could be put down 
for running water facilities in the area, 
paid for out of the 9200 account. “I’m 
really hoping," he said, "that in the long 
run, 9200 money can go for research 
and interpretive activities." 

"Interpretation" is generally taken to 
mean having a ranger sit around a 
campfire and tell all us ignorant ORV 
types about the fauna and flora. 
However, Harlow happened to mention 
off the cuff that interpretation could be 
a two-way street; that it's not 
unthinkable to have a ranger interpret 
us, our activities, our feelings, our needs 
to the equally ignorant non-ORVers. 
Now that begins to make some sense. 


Helmet Law postscripts 

As a not-quite-final upshot of all 
those DOT sanction hearings, 
Transportation Secretary William Т. 
Coleman, in a January 9 determination 
statement, commented that “...I 
would find і slightly bizarre to 
withhold funds" with legislation passed 


by Congress to remove his right to do 
so. However, he indicated that if he still 
had the right, he would have taken 
punitive action against California alone 
of the three states. without 
Federally-approved helmet Jaws. That’s 
even more bizarre. 


An additional postscript from Kansas 
— Senator Robert Dole, in a December 
6 letter to constituent Kelly Wendeln, 
wrote, “Personally, I agree with you 
that helmet regulations should be 
handled on a state level... The current 
federal policy constitutes a form of 
‘blackmail’ againststate responsibility in 
this area, and you may be assured of my 
support for legislation which would 
change this situation." On December 
12, when the Senate voted 52-37 to 
approve just such legislation, Senator 
Dole’s пате appeared in the 
Congressional Record as one of the 37 
"Nay" votes. And they wonder why 
government has a credibility problem.

The enigma of the popularity of 
Honda's CR-125 Elsinore is a little 
hard to explain. When it was 
introduced to the public two years 
ago, there wasn't another bike 
that could touch it for its speed, 
handling or price. But that was 
two years ago. Today the market 
is proliferated with bikes that will blow 
the number panels off a stock Honda 
CR-125 and leave it spinning doughnuts 
in the dirt. Machinery like Yamaha's 
YZ-125 and Suzuki’s RM-125 offer 
twice the handling and gobs more power 
for about the same price. A couple of 
hundred dollars more and you can have 
a Bultaco or Husky 125 which offers as 
much power along with big bike 
handling. 

Much of the CR-125’s popularity 
enigma has to be Marty Smith’s two 
time 125cc National Championship 
victories on the look alike but 
mechanically dissimilar RC-125 works 
bike. Now that the production CR-125 
looks just that much more like the 
RC-125 because of the red paint, sales 
are guaranteed to continue at a fever 
pitch. 

One fact remains. If you want to race 
a CR-125 in the big leagues the initial 
investment could prove to be very high. 
But putting all that B.S. aside about the 
high cost of racing, when other 
machinery is available at a much lower 
competitiveness per dollar ratio, perhaps 
the other reason for the popularity is 
the fact there's more trick stuff

available for it than any other bike in 
existence. And you know how 
American riders are gassed on trick 
stuff. 

Last year you could expect to double 
your initial investment, spending around 
$1600 including purchase price of a 
CR-125 to make it competitive for 
professional caliber racing. If the latest 
bikes introduced at the Anaheim 
Stadium American Motocross Finals by 
DG Performance Specialities and Flying 


Machine Factory are any indication of 
what you'l need to be competitive 
during 1976, you can expect your initial 
investment to triple. For those of you 
interested in $2400 Honda CR-125 
Elsinores, read on. For those of you 
faint of heart, please turn the page. 

DG Performance Specialities’ bike is 
perhaps the most exotic of the two. 
Broc Glover piloted number 43 to the 
overall win of the High School 
Championships at Anaheim Stadium. 


The FMF engine kit has been around a while now, proving itself to be fast and reliable. Just ask Marty. 





Other than the main engine assembly 
and the wheel hubs, there’s hardly an 
original part left on the bike. 

Most notable change is a special 
laydown frame by DG with a 
super-strong box-section steel swingarm 
and Girling gas shocks. For those of you 
who can’t afford to go for a whole new 
frame, DG still has their laydown frame 
kit (which includes a new swingarm) for 
modifying a stock frame. If you don’t 
want to weld on your frame and hate to

buy longer shocks, which the laydown 
kit requires, they also have available a 
swingarm for forward mounting the 
stock length shocks. 

The standard CR-125 front forks 
have been replaced by Marzocchi's fork 
legs for Hondas, part number 3014 
available through Hi-Point Accessories. 
Retail price is approximately $160 for 
the center position axle model as DG is 
using, or Hi-Point also has available the 
leading axle set for $205. Because the 


Laydown gas Girlings on DG Honda 
offers the most rear wheel travel and 
perhaps the best handling. Kits for 

stock frames retail at $109.95 and in- 
clude a different swingarm. Shocks extra. 


Honda CR-250 triple clamps need to be 
used with the Marzocchi forks, some 
modifications might have to be made to 
fit the forks to a CR-125. It would be 
best to give DG a phone call to check 
things out. 

Other little goodies on the bike which 
DG can provide include the exact “RC” 
replica gas tank, fenders, spring-loaded 
chain tensioner, and the Сїтїшр gas 
shocks. The hefty padded seat is a home 
built job. 


The engine gets reworked with DG's 
17-fin radial head, painted black like the 
stock cylinder and then the ends of the 
fins are lightly sanded for looks. They 
offer porting modifications on your 
cylinder up to Stage V for $125, and 
other bolt-on performance items from 
DG include the ‘“Torquer” down pipe, a 
Mikuni 30mm carburetor with 
manifold, airboot, and airbox with 
Twin-Air Phase II element. 

Flying Machine Factory’s CR-125 








may not be as exotic as DG’s, but it 
certainly gets the job done, nonetheless. 
Flying machine is mainly known for 
their “Marty Smith replica Engine Kit.” 
What you do is send them $275.90 and 
your cylinder. They'll modify your 
cylinder, then return it to you with the 
“Porcupine” cylinder head, 32mm 
Mikuni carb and manifold, expansion 


© chamber and reworked piston. You'll 


have to call them first to set up a 
machine shop service appointment. 


Both Flying Machine and DG offer 
100cc sleeve down kits for CR-125s if 
you want to race in the 100cc class. Kits 
include a new cylinder liner installed in 
your cylinder, piston, gaskets and head. 
Flying Machine’s kit retails at $240.98 
for standard porting, and $285.98 for a 
kit with boost porting. DG’s kit goes for 
$250 and includes custom porting and a 
Mikuni carb. 

The works Flying Machine bike keeps 
the stock frame and modifies the rear 
suspension with a ‘Marty Smith replica 
swingarm" to forward mount Girling gas 
shocks. 

Up front, the stock CR-125 forks are 
modified with Flying Machine's air-oil 
conversion fork caps. This does away 
with the internal fork springs and allows 
adjusting the forks by air pressure. The 
kit retails for $14.95 for 1974 models, 
and $9.95 for 1975-76 models. The 
forks are additionally modified. by 
welding an additional piece on the 
bottom of the aluminum slider tubes to 
increase the front wheel travel. 

Other than the main items 
mentioned, both Flying Machine and 
DG have numerous goodies like heavy 
520 chain kits, fork boots and 
protectors, and bronze swingarm 
bushings. It might be a good idea to get 
hold of their catalogues and do a little 
dreaming. It won’t cost you much now, 
but just wait until later on!

Almost a 
quarter-mile of powered overhead 
conveyor loops past 66 work stations 
in sequence to carry the big V-twins 
through final assembly, handling 
anything « from Sportster to 
Electra-Glide with only slight changes in 
procedure. The various models are run 
in batches to keep change-of-pace to a 
minimum. On this day the line would 
run 42 Sportsters, 126 FXE/Ks and 20 
FLs in an eight hour shift. 

The numbers come from factory 
orders sent in batches every. two weeks 
from Milwaukee, telling how many of 
which to build to meet dealer orders. 
Each bike is “married” to its individual 
F.O. as its frame is loaded on the line. 
There’s a “to build” card telling model, 
color and muffler configuration hung in 
a plastic folder on each bike's steel 
hanger. A 66-point inspection card rides 
in the folder with it. At Stations 20, 43, 
53 .and 62, in-process inspectors check 
off the work done at stations before 
them. 

Starting at Station One, bearings are 
pressed into the steering head at a 
subassembly station off-line, then rear 
fork (swing arm) and seat post are 
installed as the frame goes on the line 
and passes Station Two. At Two there’s 
a subassembly station to prepare the 
swing arm. In fact, at each line station 
there's опе ог more subassembly 
stations to build a bank of 'small parts 
needed and assemble the larger units. At 
Four the main wiring harness is strung 
along the frame backbone, so grouped 
near there is a small wiring subassembly 
department to crimp or solder all 
needed connectors onto the prepared 
wire bundle in its protective sleeve. 

The engine, which has already been 
through a series of  pre-assembly 
inspections after being unloaded from 
its special shipping rack at the other end 
of the plant, goes in at Seven and gets 
fully secured into the frame at Eight. 
From there, in bang-bang order, it gets 
rear fender supports, shocks, 
horn/ignition assembly, choke knob, 
battery carrier, oil tank and mounts, 
voltage regulator and its wiring, shifter, 
turn signals, rear footrests, ooops — 
time to inspect (yup, Station 20 
already). If the inspector finds anything 
wrong at this point he/she simply 
checks what’s wrong on the inspection 
traveler and fills out a capsule defect 
report. The defect will have to go 
unfixed until the bike’s made it all the 
way down the line to final inspection

It may not be the most 
efficient way to build motorcycles 
overall, but apparently it’s the most 
efficient way to build Harleys. The big 
Hawgs are that different from most 
bikes. М 

The way they have evolved from a 
pre-war design, they've carried a lot of 
"baggage" from an earlier era. Things 
that are unit assemblies in today's 
technology are still multi-part bolt-ups 
on the’ Harleys. Generally, the big 
machines are more complex and have 
more discrete parts than the average. 
That means more assembly tasks than 
for a comparable “modern” design. 

The workforce at York exhibits 
neither the intense pride nor the intense 
labor unrest found at other plants in 
other industries. It has a happy-medium, 
relatively easygoing relationship, 
management to union to worker. The 
work pace tends to indicate straight 
hourly wage, rather than piece-rate. In 
an area where deer hunters are almost as 
rabid as football fans, the first day of 
deer season is spelled out in the union 
contract as *Buck Day", a plant-wide 
holiday, even for those who don't like to. 
shoot deer. Overall, it.seems that neither 
management nor’ union push each other 
out of turn, and the work gets done. 

Another thing that stands out 
plant-wide is the — company's 
commitment to meeting Federal 
standards, both OSHA’ (safety) and 
EPA (pollution). All presses are “two 
hands on the controls or she don't go", . 
protective hand and foot guards are 
everywhere around machining stations,

That isn’t hard to believe because 
Stackable really is one of them and is 
the epitomy of the smiling easy-going 
Texan. 

Austin Motocross Park lies on the 
banks of the Colorado River in a tree 
lined valley with a small grassy knoll 
commanding the view. The track is not 
exceptionally long and I cursed the 
Texan who told me that Lone Star 
tracks were “‘so long that two lap motos 
were sometimes called on account of 
darkness." I cursed when my knuckles 
galled into the teeth of the special 40 
tooth sprocket I had brought. 

The track wasn't long, but it was 
rough. It had a full sand first turn with 
57 varieties of lines and a whoop-dee 
section down the front straight that 
couldn't be beat. The track was 
entertaining during practice, if a little 
muddy, then during the race it got 
serious. The whoops got worse and 
— were exploded out of the saddle 

by some unseen detonation. 
Suddenly I looked up on the knoll that 
the track encircled and it was covered 
with people, not people dressed in 
leathers, but people dressed in dresses, 
albeit some in leather dresses. I had the 
urge to ask the nearest person what 
those people were doing there, then it 
struck me, These must be the spectators 
that the old timers talk about. I’m so 
used to racers racing for other racers 
and promoters making their proceeds by 
raising entry fees that it never occurred 
to me that people would pay to watch a 
local motocross. Yet there they were 
sitting on the hillside like a smattering 
of Southern Cotillion and motocross 
chic. 

And I was enjoying it. Eating dirt and 
wearing out the seat of my pants 
crashing, but digging it as much as the 
spectators. In the pits people offered me 
help, tools, and refreshments. When my 
bike broke someone came along and 
offered to lend me their bike. 

Young Mark Wheeless wasn’t there 
that day as he had been involved in a 
bad accident the week before. Everyone 
was upset and Texan Dennis Cox said, 
“Seems like everybody is going too fast. 
First it was Shawn Smith getting hurt at 
Whitney and now Wheeless. Maybe it's 
their wild style, but I think it is the end 
of the old joke about motocross being a 
sport of 12 mph get-offs."" 

Austin had been fun, it was like back 
in Punkin Center or 1973 revisited, but 
it was 1975 and they were going fast. 
And they were enjoying themselves. 
Somehow all that had been lost back in 
Los Angeles. Lost in traffic jam sessions, 
concrete tracks, and an overdose of 
seriousness. Something about Texas 
motocross was intriguing. The Austin 
track hadn't been that much better than 
a good California track, but I came away 
satisfied. Cox told me as I packed my 
bags that Austin was just the tip of 
Texas motocross, the rest of the giant 
iceberg lay submerged in North Texas. 
It was time to move North, but the next 
stop was a chiaroscuro in black and white 
from progressive country Austin. 

This was real country and not the 
± least bit progressive I thought as I drove 
+ through the town square of Hillsboro, 

out past the rodeo ring and stock car 
¥ track. Three old men resting in white 

lawnchairs under the courthouse statue 

to the Confederacy gave me direction to 
; Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch. The 
; youngest of the men, whose face looked 
^like a hard country road raised the 

furrows of his eyes and said, “They 

havin’ one of them’ big motorsicle races 
* this week?" 

"No, just a regular race," I replied 
coolly trying to put enough twang in 
the tremble to sound at home, 
Trans-AMA was a couple of months 
ago." 

“Boy hidy, I’ve seen a bunch of them 
bikes go by today," the man said when I 
finished. He said it with just enough 
starch to let me know that a regular 
motorsicle race and a Trans-AMA were 
about the same thing to them. Maybe I 
expected more than a finger pointing 

. down the two-lane blacktop, but if I did

it was cut short by the chaw of Redman 
pinging into the Dixie cup three feet 
away. 

Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch is owned 
by a big friendly bear of a Texan named 
Harvey Evans. Harvey runs roughshod 
over the 500 acres of land set aside for 
motorcycles and choreographs trials, 
hillclimbs, cross country and motocross 
events on consecutive weekends. With 
Harvey апа the Evans family 
motorcycles are a way of life. The 
money has been lean and fat, but the 
long list of friends more than fills out 
the ledger. 

Trans-AMA time brings the greats 
from Europe to the Ranch. The 250 
National Championship was decided 
here. There's a spot in the fence where 
the European  Sidecar Champions 
crashed through, but the place remains 
the stomping ground of Texas giants. 

Ask Harvey about the greats and he'll 
tell you what a nice kid Harry Everts 
was when he stayed at the ranch, then 
suddenly he'll drift into talking about 
some local kid. To a dyed-in-the-wool 
moto-freak using World Champion 
Harry Everts name in context with a 
250 Novice is blasphemy. To Harvey 
they’re both the same — a couple of 
good hard riding kids. 

You walk the track with a local and 
this isn’t the first turn that Ake Jonsson 
fell in during the 1974 Trans-AMA, it is 
the place where Wyman Priddy slipped 
in the mud after getting a 50 foot 
holeshot in the Tex-AMA. At the end of 
this long switchback the talk doesn’t 
turn to DiStefano and  Howerton 
coming through like a layer cake, but 
rather about the time that Bobby 
Pickard fell over all by himself. After 
the long walk down the straights to the 


left-hand downhill turn only the most 
starstruck say this is where DeCoster 
spun out, most say, "I'll bet Johnny 
Kimbrell broke his leg here three 
times." The big news isn't whether ornot 
Mikkola will switch to Honda, but did 
you see that Jody Foust was on a 
Maico. Richard Nixon could be crowned 
tomorrow if he could raise as much 
attention as the long awaited and now 
healed Danny Doss does simply by 
riding fast. 

Lake Whitney also sits by a river, the 
Brazos, and utilizes the varied Central 
Texas terrain to provide a electric 
layout. The track sprawls across a field 
at the base of the hillclimb, levitates 
itself in and out of a backwater ravine, 
and all the while the surface looks 


like finely-ground chopped liver. The 
- whoops have you.talking to yourself, 


but not too much because the guy in 
front of you is throwing a better roost 
than Miss Budweiser. The coffee brown 
dirt is excellent. It was worth the drive 
from the Shakey City of Los Angeles to 
shake out the cobwebs in the rich Texas 
soil This is real motocross! The track is 
only used once a month. The purse is 
$1,000 everytime. The competition is 
intense, but here even more than in 
Austin the riders were more like 
schoolboys lusting after the last few 
days of summer vaction. Although the 
names of Texas motocrossers. would 
mean nothing to the  Southem 
California set that cut its teeth on media 
stars these are people worth emulating. 

The most rapid and rapidly rising star 
in the Lone Star state is Bobby Pickard. 
Formerly a 125 Expert who spent two 
years eating Danny Doss' dust, Pickard 
came into his own after moving to the 
big bore classes. This move was 






























necessitated by a painfully slow 125 
Penton provided by his sponsor, it was 
the best thing to happen to him. Bobby 
can win in the big time with a little 
work and he knows it. 

"I learned a lot 


from the few 
Nationals 1 got to race last year. 
Everytime I ride with those guys I learn 
things. When I get out of high school 
this year I hope to get a chance to race 
against them all the time.” Pickard says 
it with such earnestness and humility 
that you have to believe him. I know 
that if he was a California hotshoe and 
had won half as many races he’d be 
demanding the world on a platter. The 
Texan only wants a chance. 

Maybe it’s the work ethic, or a down 
to earth philosophy that is missing from 
the mechanical, hurry up, west coast life 
style, but the Texans-race hard-and have 


-what was once a narrow cowpath of a 


fun. They aren't prima donnas. As ` 


though the sweat and grit that tamed 
this barren landscape is passed on into 
younger generations. 

The old van is burning oil and the 
nearest Dodge dealer is 100 miles away 
from Hillsboro in Dallas. Dallas is the 
epicenter of bigness. A sprawling 
megalopolis grafted to its country 
cousin Ft. Worth. Dallas and Ft. Worth 
carry on a word war that makes them 
the Mutt and Jeff of cities. The 
enterprising, businesslike Dallas and the 
rural cowtown of Ft. Worth dice at each 
other with sayings like — “There is 
something that Ft. Worth can say that 
Dallas can’t. It’s 30 miles from a major 
city." And nestled in between this civic 
war lies Mosier Valley Motocross Park. 

Mosier Valley is the proof of what 
the Texan had told me about at 
Saddleback. It was a rider’s track. 
Owned and operated by riders who took 





track and turned it into the finest dirt in 
Texas. The dirt in Austin was good, 
Lake Whitney was excellent, but: at 
Mosier Valley you could feel the earth 
shake. Throughout the constantly 
changing serpentine were loose berms 
composed of Texas chernozen soil and 
sand. Bright red nylon fencing defined 
the track where the trees didn’t. The 
dirt at Austin was good, but Austin is a 
small city. Lake Whitney was excellent, 
but sat in an isolated small town. Mosier 
Valley is amazing and sits right in the 
midst of one million people. 

Mosier Valley’s reputation as a tough 
demanding and serious track is 
highlighted.by a row of ambulances. Yet 
serious injuries remain few, even though 
as many as 13 brim full classes hit the 
gate on Sunday. The spectators have to 
be hardy as the track complies to the 
wishes of the riders, not the watchers. 
The track is tough and many riders 
prefer to skip it because it is “hard on 
machinery, you can’t win there and the 
classes are too big.” Mosier Valley 
regulars, of which there are normally 
300 on race day, say that most racers 
are’ spoiled. Young kids come up as 
superhumans, faster than anyone at 
their local track. They have been 
coddled, cheered and had their butts 
wiped, but at Mosier Valley when the 
gate drops. the bullshit stops. If the 
whoops don’t get you then the 40 other 
supermen on the line with you will. 

With the van fixed and time running 
out I hit the road for California. Glad to 
be going home, but sad about what I'd 
seen in Texas. When you go looking for 
the perfect wave or the perfect track 
you enter into an approach-avoidance 
situation. It would be nice to find, but 
hard to leave. The motorcycle racing 
fraternity of California is better off 
never riding on a Texas track because 
they could never go home again. As for 
me I put the pedal to the metal and try 
to make it back in timê to go down to 
Carlsbad. After all it ain't the tracks or 


the work you enjoy, i it's the people you _ 
“aR into. е

Same spot, same corner, same brand of motorcycle; the determinant 
here is the physical size of the rider as much as anything. Gary Nixon 
(9) learned his craft at a different school than the current crop of 
knee-out pavement pounders. Gary is also a very compact individual 
who can stay tucked in with nothing overflowing into the slipstream; 
thus he prefers to just stay put, slam the fairing onto the tarmac and 
boogie. Pat Hennen (80) has to fold a far longer body onto the 
motorcycle, with resulting overhang. Note also the air gap under Pat’s 
fairing, which demonstrates the net effect of the hanging-off, knee-out 
style; it leaves the machine more upright while the rider does his 
gymnastics. The exception is Roberts (1), with a compact body like 
Nixon’s, yet Kenny hangs off anyway and gets everything down to the 
ground — knees, fairing, everything. Frenchman Patrick Pons (right) 
appears to be flexing the Yamaha’s swing arm, sliding, and hanging off 
to boot. A wild man.
